They insisted
that tireek wag not & dewd langunge nnd
that every intelligent Greek could rend the
language ns it was used at the time the New
Tostnment was written

Yot ecortain advoeates of the utilitorian
in education, hoth in thiv country and in
England, have been abjecting to the teach
ing of Greek and Latin in the colleges on
the ground that they gre dead Innguages and
have no plaee fo the study of Hving men,

The Ameriean  Classioenl  League. whirch
holds its annual meeting in this city this
work, beginning tedoy, was arganized to
vombat this view. Tt will have o hard fight
hecause of the vigorous propdgunda that hus
been waged for years ngninst teaching any-
thing which eonld not immediately be turned
inte n means of inereasing 0 boy's ecarning
power.  Voentional training. that is, train-
ing in the methods of making money at a
voeation, is the fad of u large group of
teachers,

There is nonther large group, howeeer,

While the study of Tatin and tireck has
great peactical value in enobling a0 man to
master not only English, but Freneh, Ttalian
and Spapish, it has the wlded value of
bringing the mind inte eontact with  the
men wha laid the foundations of European
civilizntion A literature was written in
these lnngunges which has survived thou-
gands of vears becanss there ix domething
vital tn it Tranelations of lt<intn Englizh
hasve been made, it is true, but reading n
translntion is like looking ot a painting
through smoked glass.

On Child Hyglene

UST as a “atiteh In tioe way  save nioe)
%0 o proper training of a ehild, and, =till
morpe fmportant, of the child’'s mother, will
in timg lead to a far better degree of henlth
for the Nution ax n whale, nccording to D
SMamuel MeClintoek Hamill, chalrman of the
Mediesl Committee of the Child Federation
and one of the most widely known uuthori-
ties in the United States on child bygiene
in all its phases, expecially that of natrition,
“The ('hild Federation isx really a com-
mittes of citizens who have banded together
In an effort to improve the health of the
coming generation of Americans,”” he said,
1t was this committee which establishiol
the fiest henlth center in Philadelphin, nnd
its value was suficlently demonstrated to the
Department of Publle Health for that e
partment to take it over nod vonduct it ever
since with much suecess, The real purpose
of the health eenter 1« not the cure of the
sick, but to build up and maintain the health
of the children of u community and, where
possible, through the ehildren the health of
those adults with whom the children come
Into eonstant contact,

The Use of the Clinles

“Phe elinies conducted by the Child Fed
eriation are for those presumably well. and
its purpose I8 to give advice umd fostruction
to the mothers ny to how best to keep the
vhildren tvell.

“I'he federation first took o district, then
subdivided emch bloek in that district wml
mude what really amounted to o ceosus In
aeder to determine just what s problem
was In that particular division.  The number
of adult resldents was taken as well us the
wumber of ehildren, and this told us just
what we had to supervise,

At the beginning of the work we took up
the health of all children, especinlly that of
the infants, and all mothers having small
children were Invited to bring them to the
elinie gt the health center, where the little

| wnex were examined by physiciuns to deter-

mine whether or not they were pormal, es-
peelally In regard to thelr nutrition.

Method of Procedure

CUf upon examination it was foud rhat
the child was acutely i1l the cam: waw re-
ferred Lmedintely to the family physivion,
if they hid one, or, if not, to o hospitul for
trentment. In cases of under-oourishimens
the health venter made an nttempt o buaild
up the nutrition by seelng to it that the
child wus propeely fed apd had the proper
nmount of rest nnd fresh nir

“Ia all the work of the federation the
vducational lden vomes first, Tt was songht
to tench the mothers the value of henlth to
their ehildeen,  This was done by giving
thewn the gdvice of physiclans amd wan fol-
lowed up in the homwes by prses employed
by the federation

The Other Chlldren

“I'he svame Jn true as well of the other
children in u family, for an outlay for 11
ness for any member results in oo smaller
budget for the whole fumily, and thus the
loss of health for one, even temporarily, hi-
eomes the llﬂ!hlﬂ“ uf the rest ax well,  Tai
onr investigation did not end with the find
wng of the health vonditions of a family, The
house ad well was Investigated from o sani-
tary standpoint, und where insanltury von-
ditions were found every offort was mnde 10
have them corrected,  This was done by the
federation for n period of two or three venrs,
at the end of which time the health cepper
wins turned over to the Health Departnent,

“The school system of teaching the puplls
throughout the country the importunce of
health {8 an excellent one and is bringing
good vesults, Thelr plan s to develop n
progrum to tench health to the children and
to carey this teaching throughout the entire
#chool course. It s n thoroughly practical
method, A spectuculnr method is used in
the beginning of thix course, but it has been
found that the chilidren lose interest in these
spectncular methods after a certain age nnd
the educentional nuthorities are developing n
system more serious in character in the
later years of the course,

“The federntion now centers ita attention
upon that neglected group of children com-
mouly designnted as ‘childeen of pre-sehool
nge.”  Roughly, Hﬂe‘ meand children under
six venrs of age, Nut, going bock to the very
beginnings of this problem, It menns #u-
pervision of the mothers anid the training of
potentinl aml prospective mothers to the ree
rponsibilities of motherhood und earrying
this wilueation through birth, thep through
the infancy of the child and up to the time
when the child enters school,

Mothers Co-oporate Heartily

“"One of the most encournging signs whicn
the federntion tus observed in its work in
Phitladelphia is the more than hearty eo-
aperation of the mothers, especially in the
veglon in which the first health center was
eatublished.  For example, whenever a new
family moved into the block, we never had
to lnok them up, wfter the work of thehealtn
center began to become known. Invirinbly
other mothers vither brought the children ot
the'new fnmily to the health conter fof ex-
umination or told the mother of the ehild
ubout ity work. At any rate the new chil-
dren whose parents moved Into that block
speedily found thelr way to the health center
and one of onr worst problems was auto-
matically wolved Al mothers soon renlized
what the health eenter meant to thelr chil-
dren.

“Another interesting development of the
health center war thut wany of the families
moved away from that  vieinity, Living
conditions in that vieluity are not all thu:
they might be, ond one of the things taught
by the health center 1x the duty of parenty 1o
find the best homes for thele childpen thut
lie within their means. Parents were con-*
stuntly wrged to find better homes for their
children nnd themselves,

~ ey evidently took us at onr word, fo»
it fionlly come 1o the point wherp we lost
twenty-nine families from one blovk, Le-
cuuse on wdvice from the federntion they ull
moved to botter partw of the city where thelr
chlldren could f:n\'a- udvantages tmpossible
where they wers,

““The reason for the concentration of of -
fort on the health of the ehild of pre-sehool
age s that it is duving thisv perlod  thut
hiealth habite are formed. Tt 18 the time nlso
when o elitld ds most apt 1o be neglected,
when moet of the iofectious disenses  of
childhoml develop and when under-nuteition
in more likely to happen. 1t 15 moch wiser
